In order to insure success may we suggest the following rules to follow: 


Examine trees at express, freight, or truck office and call any damage to atten- 
tion of agent at once, as all trees leave here in perfect condition. 


Have your ground ready for planting when trees arrive. Do not expose roots to air. 
Unpack shipment and put roots of each tree in a pail or tub of water and soak 
thoroughly, then plant at once. Plant deeply and firmly, spreading roots out in 
their natural position and press soil around roots. When you have filled three-fourths 
of the hole and firmly pressed in soil, fill remainder of hole with water two or three 
times and then after water has soaked into the soil put the rest of the dirt in 


-the hole and do not tamp. Leave a slight depression around the tree and keep soil 


cultivated, allowing no weeds or grass to grow around the plant. Water well every 
few days if the weather is dry.
